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No Public Demand For State Water 
and Power Act Revival 
(Los Angeles Examiner) 


The $500,000,000 Water and Power Act, 
defeated in 1922 and 1924, is again before the 
voters of California. It is an initiative meas- 
ure, No. 18 on the ballot. 

While there is no doubt that 
should be made for the maximum 
development of water and power resources of 
the state, the citizens have twice stated, in 
emphatic terms, that they do not favor ‘the 
method provided in the suggested Water and 
Power Act. 

Its revival after this brief lapse of time 
since its last overwhelming defeat is, in ‘the 
opinion of The Examiner, not justified. With 
a majority against of 354,000 in 1922 and of 
431,000 in 1924, there is a record of increas- 
ingly hostile sentiment toward the measure 
which is conclusive evidence that the people 
do not accept it as a solution of their great

natural problems. 

The very merits of ‘the plan, which were 
set forth fully by this newspaper in previous 
campaigns, will cease to have any appeal even 
to former friends if the proposition is persist- 
ently put up to be knocked over by the voters. 

Since the last decision on the issue nothing 
has been done of any consequence to change 
public sentiment. No new or additional foun- 
dation has been laid for a different result than 
that already furnished. There are no fresh 
facts or arguments te capture the imagination 
and votes of the electorate.

He Was Here First 
(San Bernardino Telegram) 


It is the inalienable right of an American 
citizen to cross the street. When in the course 
of human progress this right falls into 
jeopardy, it is the stern task of the commun- 
ity to assert, restore and protect that funda- 
mental privilege. 

It is one of the inevitable results of vehi- 
cular traffic growth that‘ street regulation 
primarily is directed to facilitating vehicle 
movement, and only casually to the facilitating 
of pedestrian movement. The most that has 
occurred to the regulators is to teach the ped- 
estrian, if possible, to stay put on his side- 
walks and seurry aeross the highway in such 
leeting moment as no czr is making a right or 
left turn, as the case may be. 

In other words, the pedestrian movement is 
merely a by-produet, in traffie regulation, of 
vehicle movement, and he has no primary basis 
of movement of his own to which the vehicle 
is expected and if necessary compelled to con- 
form. One of the reasons, of course, is the 
amount and importance of vehicle ‘traffic, and 
another reason is that the pedestrian, being a 
relatively slow-moving and soft-bodied unit, 
inter-human collisions are, as a rule, without 
peril. 

The right of the pedestrian to cross the 
street with safety and dignity should be pro- 
vided for on its own fundamental virtue and 
not merely as something to be fitted in, as may 
be found possible, to a kingly provision intend- 
ed solely to let the vehicle make better fime.
